When DDT fly sprays first be­ 
came available for farm buildings 
and livestock, there was consider­ 
able talk about sprayed animals be­ 
ing

one another, or licking the walls of 
buildings to which DDT had been 
applied. 


Evidence, however, indicates the 
danger of toxicity to animals has 
been overplayed.
